Part I of the Telemetry Standards addresses the here-to-date conventional methods, 

techniques, and practices affiliated with aeronautical telemetry applicable to the member RCC 

ranges.  Part I is composed of ten chapters, with each devoted to a different element of the 

telemetry system or process. 

Commonly used terms are 

defined in standard reference glossaries and dictionaries.  Definitions of terms with special 

applications are included when the term first appears, generally in appendices of individual 

chapters.
